This reciprocity treaty with Spain, if rati- 
fied by a two-thirds vote of the Senate, will be- 
come the supreme law of the land. All tariff 
laws or other statutes enacted by the concur- 
rent action of both houses of Congress and the 
approval of the President will be null and 
void as to all of the provisions thereof conflict- 
ing with the provisions of this treaty. The 
constitution, after providing that ‘‘all bills for 
raising revenue shall originate in the House of 
Representatives,” and conferring upon Congress 
the exclusive power to “lay and collect taxes, 
duties, imposts and excises,” further confers on 
the President and two-thirds of the Senate a 
treaty-making power under which, without 
consulting the House, they can knock all to 
pieces any revenue bills or systems that 
may have originated in the House and 
received the approval of both President and 
Senate. If the President and the Senate now 
make this free-trade treaty with Spain the 
supreme law of the land, as they have the 
power to do; we shall witness the strange spec- 
tacle of free trade imposed upon the country 
without the consent of the House, by the party 
of the President and Senate, when that party 
has been trying all summer and fall to drive the 
country wild with excitement over the alleged 
free trade tendencies of the House, The treaty 
may or may not be a good ene forus. A 
thorough study of the practical bearings of its 
provisions can alone decide that question. But 
under the most favored nation” clause it 
certainly is a bolder stride towards free trade 
than any bill which any ‘‘free trade crank” has 
yet proposed or advocated in the House.

The Charges That the Western Union Tam- 
pered With the Election Returns, 

New York, November 26—The following card has 
been issued by Norvin Green, President of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company: 

Executive Orrice Werzux Union 
RAPH COMPANY. 
New Yors, November 25, 1884. 
To the Public: 

Now, since the Presidential election is settled and 
the excitement incident toa close political contest 
has abated, it is proper to say that we are preparea 
to show most conclusively the utter groundlessness 
of the charges against the Western Union Telegraph 
Company of partiality in reporting or withholding 
the election returns of the State of New York. I 
deny in the most emphatic manner that the West- 
ern Union Company delayed, altered or withheid 
the election returns of this State, or any other 
State, or tampered with them in any way. It had 
nothing whatever todo with the returns of the 
State of New York, except to transmit them over 
its lines as prepared by the agents of the Associated 
Press. All the returns of the State were collected 
by the Associatéd Press; all the compiling was done 
in its offices, by its own agents, and 


all bulletins were prepared by it and copies were 
simply deliveredto Mr, Somerville, superintendent 
of our newspaper service, for general distribution to 
the public. This company bad nothing to do with 
making up the bulletins, nor did any officer or agent 
or other person connec ed with or interested in this 
company, except the operators who transmitted the 
returns, have access to or see any of them until bul- 
letins had been made up therefromin the Asso- 
ciated Press office and handed to us for public 
distribution, and I have no reason to believe that 
ne agents of the Associated Press acted otherwise 
an 


IN AN IMPARTIAL MANNER. 
Ordinarily many of our offices are not kept open for 
business after 8 o'oclock p. m., to assist us 
in meeting the extraordinary expense of the extra 
employment of several thousand night 
operators, We have had for many years oy A 
ments with the press associations, giving us the 
privilege of selling bulletins to political and social 
clubs and other subscribing customers. We simply 
took the Associated Press bulletins as that associa- 
tion had made them up, and delivered them as here- 
tofore to customers who had suvscribed for them 
—nothing more. The charge that returns were 
* withheld, or that there was unusual d 

n reporting them, is entirely false. Instead of suc 
delay there was extraordinary promptness, Never 
before have reports from so many election districts 
been received within so shorta time. Within forty- 
eight hours after the count of ballots began returns 
were received from nivety-eight percent. of the 
3.000 election districts in the State. Although the 
night of the election was stormy and there 
was some trouble in working the wires, 
no delay occurred in any reports handed to our offi- 
cers outside the city of New York. Within the cit 
the telegraph service was so nearly fect as it 
was possible to make it, and the only trouble was 
with some of the short wires hastily erected for the 
temporary use. It is here to be noted that herto- 
tofore the majorities reported from the most popu- 
lous and therefore the most accessible counties 
have been so decisive that the popular mind has 
been set at rest respecting the t of elections on 
the first night, and there being no hope or fear of a 
change in the general result.

STRAGGLED IN UNEXPECTEDLY. 

In two instances in this State, I have been in- 
formed that the County Canvasse who 
met one week after the election 
this year. had to adjourn over because the County 
Clerks had, up to that time, been unable to get in 
the votes of their counties.

BEAVER FUR 
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The seal No Longer Furnishing the 
Most Stylish Fur. 
From the New York Sun. 


“Beaver skins are all the rage now, and the 
Hudson Bay Company has got rich on them,” 
said a fur collector yesterday. ‘Beaver wi 
be worn more than ever this winter. 
last London sale the price advanced ninety per 
cent., arise double that of any other known. 
The long run on sealskin continues, but it has 
not the popularity of the beaver.” 

Is there no prospect of exterminating seal!“ 
asked the reporter. 

„Bless you, no! Seals can never be exter- 
minated as long as the arctic cirele 
exists and keeps crowding them down 
from sources where man can’t reach. The po- 
lar country breeds them in swarms. Let me 
give you the rule of extermination. With the in- 
crease of population the larger species of wild 
animals decrease, because °y must have a 
larger territory to roam in, but the smaller 
kinds increase because they require less space 
and receive more from what they get on ac- 
count of its cultivation by man. We get a bet- 
ter quality of small furs from the Middle States 
than the aborigines did. We get a limited 
number of remarkable-sized furs from Alaska.” 

When do your furs sell best?” 

Furs are sold at all seasons of the year. Of 
course, the great London sales are in January, 
March and June. Furs sold there are rarel 
caught except in January and February, but it 
takes the Hudson Bay Company until the fol- 
lowing December to get them to London, where 
Americans have to purchase what they want of 
their own furs. Manufacturers do most of their 
work in hot weather, which keeps up sales dur- 
ing that period. 

A novel feature in the trade was introduced 
thissummer. Up at Lake George the ladies 
started the fashion of wearing fur trimming 
during the summer. The fashion spread rapid- 
ly, to the amazement of the dealers. This and 
other causes led to an advance in all furs. The 
advance amounted to 30 percent on otters; 
lynx, 25 per cent; foxes, 20; Russian sable, 20; 
Martens, 35; bear, 30; skunk, 15, and beaver, 
90. There were 105,000 beaver and over 2,000,- 
000 muskrat skins sold at the last London sales. 
France and America made enormous de 
for all skins.” 

„What are muskrat and skunk skins?” 

‘‘The muskrats are used for ladies’ cheap 
trimmings, but more largely in the manufact- 
ure ot gentlemen’s felt hats. The skunk skins 
are deodorized, after which they are used for 
yay ars on ladies’ dresses.” 

Any further incidents of interest?” 

„Mes; the fur trade is exterminating the 
bear tribe. The most valuable fur is the Shet- 
land seal of the South seas. It is nearly exter- 
minated. The utmost number of its skins taken 
in a year is 200. It is the only fur of value from 
the South, and a sacque of it costs from $600 to 
$1,200 and jackets from $150 to $400. The for- 
eign skins used in the United States are the 
Russian sable, tiger, leopard, Siberian squirrel, 


and ermine.”

IS PETOFI DEAD. 


Count Esterhazy and Others Insist 


That He Perished in 1849. 
Foom the-New York Herald. 


The dispatch from Vienna which appeared in 
yesterday’s Herald to the effect that Alexan- 
der Petofi, the illustrious — 2 poet, 
whose death was officially declared thirty-five 
years ago, is still alive and is working as a 
prisoner in the mines of Siberia, was read with 
mingled feelings of rise and incredulity by 
the many prominent Hungarians of this city, 
not a few of whom fought side by side with t 
poet in the revolutionary struggle of 1848, 
consequently are well qualified to speak on the 
subject. Count Paul O. d’Esterhazy was es- 
pecially surprised at the rumor that Petofi was 
— alive and considered it to be utterly base- 
ess. 

“T watched Petofi through his entire career,” 
he said to a Herald reporter yesterday, and I

A GREAT STATESMAN'S BONES. 


How the Thunder of Cannon Caused 
Them to Turn inthe Grave. 
From the Charieston News and Courier. 

The stone sarcophagus in St. Philip’s Church- 
yard, in which the mortal remains of John C. 
Calhoun have just been deposited, was practi- 
cally completed yesterday and will be turned 
over to the pruper committee Monday. The 
monument is ten feet in height and is a conspicu- 
ous object in the church-yard, its general effect 
being considerably enhanced by the dark, rich 
foliage of the flourishing magnolia tree that 
over-shadows it and which is itself a living 
monument to the distinguished dead. The 
foundation is a solid mass of brick about twelve 
feet in length by eight feet in width and five 
feet in depth, the surface of the mass showing 
only afew inches above ground. Upon this 
foundation rests a solid block of granite ten feet 
long, six feet wide and twenty inches thick, 
which support in turn a second block, eight 
feet by four feet by twenty-four inches. These 
two blocks constitute the — proper 
as the casket which contains Mr. Calhoun's body 
rests in a cavity suitably formed to receive it, 
by hollowing out a part of the opposing sur- 
faces of the two stones. Three other stones are 

above. 

It is not generally known, perhaps, that this 
is the third time t Mr. Calhoun's remains 
have been removed since they were first laid to 
rest in thesoil of the State he loved so well, 
but that such is the fact appears from the fol- 
lowing statement made to a reporter of the 
News and Courier by a gentleman who derived 
his information from Mr. Robert N. Goudin: 
In 1862 or 1863, when it was known that the 
Federal fleet would attempt to pass the forts and 
capture this city, several citizens of Charleston 
who were friends of Mr. Calhoun during hi 
life asked General Beauregard to notify them 
whenever they appeared to be any serious dan- 
ger of Charleston’s falling into the hands of the 
enemy. Accordingly, on Sunday, the 5th of 
April, General Beau notified the gentie- 
men that the monitor fleet was inside the bar 
and that, as he could not foretell the result of 
the im i contest with the forts, he 
thought that Charleston was seriously 

That night the gentlemen went to 
the cemetry and removed the casket containing 
the body of Mr. Calhoun to the church, where it 
was placed under the north gallery stairs and 
concealed under a mass of loose material until 
they could provide a better hiding place. The 
next night a grave was prepared in the church- 
yard nearest the church,a box was provided 
and the casket was reinterred. 

None of the laborers employed in the remov- 
al of the body in the first instance was employ- 
ed in the second instance, and the place of the 
secret grave was only known by John N. Gregg, 
the colored sexton of St. Philip’s Church; the 
sexton of Huguenot Church, who was also a 
colored man, and to Mr. Robert N. Goudin and 
one or two other gentlemen, who were concern- 
ed in the matter, The colored men proved to 
be worthy of the trust reposed in them, and 
nothing was known of the removal of the 
body until it was again disinterred and re- 
placed in its original place in 1871. While it 
was concealed in the church an Easter election 
for the vestry and wardens was held within 
ten or twenty feet of where the casket was 
lying, no one who took part in the election be- 
ing aware of the fact of its presence.
